SUMMARY OF WAR NEWS UP TO 
WEDNESDAY MORNING 


‘ Beyond the fact that Great Britain 
has declared war on Germany, and 
thus relieved ‘the suspense all over 
the British empire, there is very lit- 
tle. to record in regard to the Bur. 
opean situation. Practically the 
whole of ‘Europe is now an armed 
camp, those countiies that have nith 
erto regarded themselves as neutral 
now taking steps towards mobilizing 
their armies with the view of  self- 
protection. As Italy. is still declar- 
ing its neutrality, the situation is 
that Germany and Austria-Hungary 
is now opposing practically the rest 
of Europe. Arrayed against these 
two powers are Great Britain, Rus- 
sia, France, Servia and Montenegro, 
all of whom are ready for action; 
and Belgium, Holland and Switzer- 
land, which are now molSlizing their 
armies. In the far east, Japan is 
watching developments, and will look 
after Britain’s interests in that quar 
ter of the globe, in accordance with 
the terms of the Anglo-Japanese al- 
Wance, 

Owing to the strict censorship — of 
all cable dispatches from Europe, 
very few details are trickling through 
of the movements of troops or nav- 
ies. It is thought that a tremend- 
ous naval battle between the British 


and German fleets in the North Sea | 


is imminent. 

A’ message from Brussels announces 
that the Germans, after shelling the

Paris, Aug. 1.—The cost of a gen- 
eral warjin Burape would be :$19,755- 
625,000 a year. If such a war comes 
and lasts five years, the cost, with- 


out imdemnity claims, would reach 
the amazing total of $98,778,125,000 
These figures are based on’ the cost 


of a general war involving only 
Germany, England, France, Russis, 


Italy, Servia, Austria and Rouman.

being extremely light this year, en 
will be brought from Southera  Al- 
berta to work in the fields of Cen- 
tral and Northern Alberta, these 
men for the most part being heme- 
steaders, who, unfortunately, owing 
to the lack’ of rain, have -uferel 
loss on their own land. The yozurn: 
ment, to help these men out, will 
guarantee the one way railway rate 
from the south while the men from 
the cities will go to the land at the 
provision of the one cent rate per 
mile which will be inaugurated Monf 
day by the railway systems. The 
rates will only be in effect as far 
east as Winnipeg and. men will only 
be granted the rate upon the pres- 
entation of a certificate provided by, 
tne govern ent. 
Mr. Hotchkiss states that there has 
already being a demand for men to 
go east to work in the fields’ of 
Lloydminster, Vegreville and other 
fields of the vicinity,
